No special preparation of the discarded cans 
is necessary. The processing unit comprises unloading equip- 
ment, inspection station, rotary screens for dirt removal, in- 
cinerator for charring cans to destroy fat, paper, lacquer and 
other combustibles and to separate the carbonaceous residue, 
shredding and pre-washing equipment, storage facilities and 
complete equipment for continuous detinning by the alkali 
method. It is estimated that about 2,500,000 tons of tin cans 
are discarded annually in the U, S. . . . of which about 1,000,- 
000 tons could be economically collected and detinned, yield- 
ing about 11,000 tons of tin and 900,000 tons of scrap steel.

dust back over wet material. Crystals were scratched by 
the cascading action of the rotating shell. 

Solution—A special type of dryer employing what is de- 
scribed as Roto-Louvre design was installed. It consists 
of an outer cylindrical shell or drum similar to the con- 
ventional type. From the inner circumference of this 
drum full length plates, tapering in width, project radial- 
ly. To these radial plates are attached full length tangen- 
tial plates which overlap to form a circular inner shell of 
gradually increasing diameter, upon which the material 
rests during its progress through the dryer. The space 
between the outer and inner shells of the Roto-Louvre 
dryer is partitioned into many longitudal compartments 
or channels gradually diminishing in depth toward the 
discharge end. Each channel is open at the feed end 
for the introduction of hot air but closed at the opposite 
end. These are hot air passages and they are designed 
so that each has a continuous slot-opening through the 
louvres. The louvres are shaped and mounted so as to 
prevent material from falling into the hot air channel. 
Dryer is fed from overhead screw conveyor. As both shell 
and conveyor are oappes with variable speed transmis- 
sion they can be closely synchronized. The sugar is fed 
at a uniform rate into the inner drum, over the louvre 
plates. While the dryer rotates the bed of material is 
slowly tilted in the direction of rotation. The upper side 
of the bed becomes unbalanced, causing it to roll over onto

the top surfaces. The sugar travels a spiral path to the 
discharge end and material particles do not remain in con- 
tact with louvre plates. The Roto-Louvre dryer combines 
the advantages of heat exchange by convection. A large 
volume of dry hot air penetrates the relatively thin bed of 
material near the feed end of the dryer for maximum heat 
transfer where greatest evaporation can take place. As the 
material moves forward bed becomes thicker. The re- 
duced heat penetrating prevents overheating. Hot air in- 
let connector includes a segment of about 90 degrees 
where it meets dryer shell so as to distribute hot air only 
to those passages which are underneath bed of material. 
Louvre shell is subject to heat only one fourth of the 
time. There is practically no loss of heat due to radia- 
tion. Exhaust air can be removed in various ways depend- 
ing on conditions. In illustration shown here an exhaust 
duct projecting into drum is indicated. From the dryer 
sugar is discharged to vibrating screens and then to con- 
veyors extending to packaging operations.

dip tank, through which chains would travel. Charged 
tanks with lubricant solution made up of two ounces of 
special paste lubricant composition to the gallon of water. 
This method of application keeps the chains constantly 
moist or wet with a practically invisible film of lubricant 
which has ample “‘slip’” for bottles, and helps minimize 
their rubbing, twisting and twirling. The lubricant does 
not of itself build up accumulations on the conveyor chains.

—about one pound every 9 hours to 5 for the old lubri- 
cant.

NEW SOLUTIONS OF PLANT PROBLEMS 


Neoprene Replaces Rubber Roll on 
Olive Mincer to Resist Oils, Acid 


Synthetic rubber shows little adverse effect and 
remains in good condition after service period 
in which natural rubber wore out 


Problem—Olive pitting and slicing machine used in Cali- 
fornia’s olive producing areas employed resilient rubber 
rollers to assure handling olives and olive pulp without 
severe crushing. Oil and acid from the olives caused 
gradual deterioration of the rubber rollers which made 
them unfit for service. The necessity for uninterrupted 
and efficient performance of these rollers lies in the im- 
portance of the functions they perform. Olives are fed 
into the machine at the top and are then impaled on a 
toothed or spiked roller (A) which is engaged by the 
first resilient roller (B) which provides just the right 
amount of pressure to impale the olives without crushing 
them. The toothed roller revolves and carries olives past 
a set of fingers (not visible in the illustration) which re- 
moves the pulp while the | pe remain on the teeth of the 
roll. Pits are then scraped off by a knife as the toothed 
roller continues to revolve, preparing it to again pick up 
more olives. Pulp removed by the fingers falls into a set 
of revolving knives spaced 1/8 inch apart which run 
against the second resilient roller (C), their combined ac- 
tion providing for the precise slicing of the olive pulp in- 
to small particles. These particles drop from the machine 
through a chute (D). 

Solution—Rubber rollers were replaced by new ones made 
of Neoprene synthetic rubber. The first to be replaced 
was that opposite the toothed roller (B) and six months 
later a second Neoprene roller was installed opposite the 
revolving knives (C). 

Results—The original rubber rollers lasted 21 months but 
at the end of that period were completely worn out and 
required replacement. The two Neoprene rollers after con- 
tinuous service of 30 and 24 months respectively show 
little effect from the acids and oils and are in such good 
condition as to indicate their extensive service for a con- 
siderable period. The mincing machine is the product of 
Elliott Mfg.

Ethyl cel- 
lulose, it is explained, is not only an approach to the 
rubber problem but a comparatively new development in 
lastics, most of which heretofore have been hard plastics. 
Ethyl cellulose when compounded with oil and chemical 
plasticizers in the range of 40 to 60% ethyl cellulose and 
60 to 40% plasticizer produces compositions having many 
of the qualities which have made rubber applicable to nu- 
merous products. All materials required for the manufac- 
ture of ethyl cellulose are domestic or obtainable in suf- 
ficient quantities for large scale production. 
Properties which restrict the application of ethyl cellu- 
lose are its limited elasticity and lesser resistance to tear- 
ing than rubber. Laboratory tests have developed some of 
its propertis which are now available to molders and fab- 
ricators. Two types of ethyl cellulose, N and G are used 
in the formulations, the N having 48% ethoxyl content, 
the G. 45%. The lower ethoxyl content has been found 
better for injection molded plastics, the higher for extru- 
sion molded plastics. 


Strings of Cellophane Bubbles May 
Be Answer To Many Problems 


Resiliency, light weight, resistance to extremes of 
temperature among numerous features 


Cellophane bubbles formed into a continuous string that 
closely resembles a strand of minute transparent beads 
provide a product of such resiliency and buoyancy, as well 
as other properties, that its wide and practical application 
as a substitute and superior replacement for many materials 
is indicated. At present these bubbles are being made in 
two sizes, about a quarter of an inch long and somewhat 
smaller. In much of the bubble strand now produced the 
spacing is about three bubbles to an inch although size and 
spacing may be arranged according to choice. Test show 
that “‘Bubbifil,” which is the highly descriptive name of 
the product, is as buoyant as imported kapok, which comes 
from the seed pod of a Javanese tree and its use in life 
preservers, life rafts and boats is considered. As the ma- 
terial can be rendered flame-resistant it has practical mil- 
itary applications. Its use as a shock absorbing material 
is also indicated, replacing sponge rubber or so called 
cellular rubber. Tightly packed “Bubblfil” weighs about 
1.5 pounds per cubic foot and will support 20 to 30 times 
its weight of lead. Less than three pounds of the material 
will keep a heavy man’s shoulders out of water. Bubbles 
are not broken by squeezing nor do they rupture at low 
temperature or high altitudes. They withstand extremes 
of temperature and an impact of 79 foot pounds per square 
inch. Experimental fabrics utilizing “Bubblfil” because 
of its insulating property also show interesting possibil- 
ities. Chemically ‘““Bubblfil” is the same material as cello-

Control 
is by thermostat. A fan provides circulation. Dimensions 
and arrangement of trays contribute to efficient circula- 
tion of air. Trays are three inches shorter than cabinet 
and placed alternately to the front and back and four inches 
apart. They are comprised of a pine wood frame and 
galvanized screen. Two shuttered ventilators in top of 
cabinet take off moisture laden air. These are open 
throughout the drying process. In the bottom of the door 
is a small ventilator to give products air during sulphuring 
process, the fruit being exposed to sulphur fumes from 
two to four hours before the heat is applied. Depending 
on the fruit, the temperature ranges from 125 to 175 de- 
grees and dehydrating time is from nine to sixteen hours. 
Both time and temperature for vegetables is usually less. 
The unit is designed and built by Orrin Hale, publisher 
of Northwest Gardens and Homes, magazine, Seattle, 
Washington. The synthetic resin sealer is the product of 
I. F. Laucks, Inc., Seattle, Wash.

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Refuse & Wire Drawing Compound 
Yield Tons of Critical Metals 


Ashes taken from steam process boiler pits in salvage de- 
partment shop are yielding critical materials. The ashes 
are from shop refuse and rubbish from all parts of the 
plant which are used for fuel. Iron, steel, brass, copper 
and aluminum are recovered. Ashes are passed through a 
ball mill or grinder, a magnetic separator selects the ferrous 
from the non-ferrous metals and a concentration table 
sorts out the finer particles. During last year a total of 
624,000 pounds was recovered for a gross cash return of 
$10,000. 


Other salvage operations yielding critical material are be- 
ing continuously carried out. A waste known as “copper 
and grease” is collected from a wire-drawing department, 
being taken from pits under wire-drawing machines. It 
consists of a mixture of wire-drawing compound and fine 
copper particles. The compound is in liquid form, con- 
taining water, soap and tallow and is used for lubrication 
and cooling of the drawing dies. When the water and 
grease are removed the copper remains in dry, hard chunks. 
General Electric Co., Schenectady, N. Y. in whose plants 
these salvage operations are performed states that this latter 
operation during the preceding year recovered 88,000 
pounds of copper for a gross return of $8000.

However where this is not immediately accomplished, the 
belt continues traveling to one side until it contacts a coun- 
terweighted end disc, which is slightly larger in diameter 
than the idler roll. This contact with the counterweight 
tends to rotate it but it resists this tendency, producing a 
counter-force on the idler. This causes the idler to swivel 
rapidly, throwing the idler more out of line, forcing the 
belt to swing back the other way. These self-aligning 
idlers can be spaced at intervals between stationary idlers 
to rectify misalignment caused by stretch or weave in the 
belt, uneven loading or shifting of conveyor frame.
